LYONS — A former Marion 
Boy Scout leader yesterday with- 
drew a guilty plea to sodomy 
charges entered moments earlier 
in Wayne County Court after 
Judge Harold Stiles rejected a 90- 
day sentence proposed by the 



man's lawyer. 

Aian Dean, 37, of, 4005 Buffalo 
St, was charged with second - 
degree .sodomy Dec. 21 after a. 15- 
year-old Newark youth told a 
mental health therapist that Dean 
had coerced him into sexual rela- 
tions in early 1982. ,

Barry said he was first intro- 
duced to sex offenders when he 
joined the clinic more than a dec- 
ade ago. "They were a sorry Lot. 
and still are,'* he said. 

Not ail sex offenders are neces- 
sarily the victims of a sexual men- 
tal illness, said Barry. A rapist, for 
example, may be acting out of a 
hostile desire to humiliate women 
rather than out of a specific sex- 
ual compulsion. 

But the u paraphiliac" — the ad- 
dict of abnormal sexual practices 
— has "recurrent fantasies about 
deviant sex," Barry said. 

"These are more than fantasies 
or erotic imagery that pass 
through the patient's mind," he 
added. "They have a very strong 
desire to consummate such fanta- 
sies." 

The New York City program, at 
the Bronx- Lebanon Hospital, is 
designed to turn offenders off to 
those abnormal fantasies* said Dr. 
Sheidon Travin, director of the 
hospital's forensic unit and associ- 
ate director of the hospital's psy- 
chiatry department. 

T ravin said sexual primp* — 



"There appears to be little 
doubt that sexual attacks on chil- 
dren create devastating and long- 
lasting effects," he said. 

Whiie there have been no pub- 
lished studies analyzing the long- 
term impact of programs like the 
one at Bronx-Lebanon. Travin 
said some unpublished data 
showed as many as 79 percent of 
those treated in a^simiiar program 
went for a year without commit- 
ting sex offenses, 

Travin said the men treated in 
the program undergo 30 weeks of 
individual and small group thera- 
py. After being tested to deter- 
mine what arouses them sexually, 
they're instructed to make repeat* 
ed tape recordings in which they 
narrate the abnormal behavior, 
then, remind themselves of the po- 
tential consequences: ; discovery, ar- 
rest, destruction of a marriajre, 
and the shame at being found out 

Barry said he has treated about 
25 male sexual offenders over the 
years with Depo-Provew. a drug 
that chemically resembles female 
hormones and helps reduce testos- 
terone, a male hormone, which 
contributes to the sex drive and 
sexual development in males. 

He and others have found that 
if the right amount of Depo-Pro- 
vera is xiven — usually in shots 



130, sponsored by the United 
Church of Marion, until the 
charges were filed.

MARION — A Boy Scout leader de- 
scribed by the minister of his church as 
"quite an upstanding person and dedicated 
citizen" was charged yesterday with sodomy 
in connection with a series of incidents in- 
volving a 12-year-old member of his scout- 
ing troop nearly three years asjo. 

Aian Miles Dean of 4005 Buffalo St.,; 
Marion, was arraigned yesterday afternoon 
in Marion Town Court on a felony charge 
of second-degree sodomy. Town Justice 
Paul Bender released Dean without bail and 
ordered him to appear for further proceed- 
ings Jan. 2 pending a grand jury investiga- 
tion^. 

Dean, 37, was charged after the youth, 
now 15, eariier.this week confided to a 
therapist ac a Rochester menui therapy * - 
center that he had been sexually assaulted 
at Dean's home eariy in 1982 while a mem- 
ber o( Boy Scout Troop 130 in Marion, said 
Investigator William Boiling of the state po- 
lice substation in Williamson, 

Therapists are required by law to report 
such incidents to police "because it's consid- 
ered child abuse," Soiling said. "The matter 
was reported to us through the Monroe 
County Department of Social Services."' . 

The unidentified youth, who lives with his 
famdy in Newark, lived in Marion during 
the spring of 1982 when the reported inci- 
dents. took place. Boiling said. 

Boiling said the youth was referred to the 
Rochester therapy center, a group home 
that he wouldn't name, for treatment of be-
